Of 
course thu primary Cvtu.se is dua to the pas- 
sage of tbe silver bill. You ytilt observe, 
if yon hare watched the.etock market, that 
silver is doing some very lively upward 
sparling iu the United States just at pres- 
ent, although to-day it has dropped a point. 
Ceitain persons iu New "i'ork haveforsooie 
time biea engaged in getting a corntt on 
silver, pending the pammge of the silver 
bill. The New Yoris City Western National 
Bank has alone stored away in ita vaults 
about seveu million cuuces, v>hile upwards 
of two million ounces tore iu tbe hauds of 
others in that city. The law goes into 
effect September 13ih next. Uutil that 
date' arrives, and (or.one mouth thereafter, 
it will lie impossible) to rate with anything 
liko accuracy what will be 'tbe market piice 
for silver.

A FREE COINAGE BUI.. 


Yesterday in the Senate Morgan inlro- 


dnced a bill to" Ci tbe Unit of value and 
provide for the free coinage of silver. 
The 


bill reoiteg that the market value of silver 
bullioD is rapid); approaching the valne of 
gold on the standard relation fixed by the 
laws of the United S.aUs; that the e are 
no proiisione of law Icr the coinage of 
standard silver dollars or tbe purchase of 
iilver bullion by the Government when Ihe 
Taluo of silver bullion eiccods one dollar 
for'412y, grains of pure silver. It there- 
fore provides that tbe unit of value in the 
United States shall be a dollar of 412% 
grains of* standard silver or 25.8 grains of 
gold; that these coins shkll be legal tender 
for all debts, pnblic and private; that any 
owner of silver of gold bullion may deposit 
it at any Mint to ba formed into dollars or 
bars for hi< benefit, without charge.

Aaron being "the renowned of the congre- 
gation, princes of the tribes of their fathers, 
haadpot thousands in Israel." Then the 
enumerators "assembled all tbe congrega- 
tion on the first day of the second month 
and they declared their pedigrees after 
their families by the house of their fa hern, 
according to the number of names, train 
twenty years and upward, by the polls."

TO RECLAIM ABI» LANDS. 


A gigantic scheme (or the reclamation 


of arid .lands is being perfected in the East. 
A company composed ol American and 
Englihh capitalists is being organized with 
$25,000,000 ^capital to build reservoirs ca- 
nals and ditches, and purchase lands in Ne- 
vada, California and Arizona. The organ- 
izer ol the company is said toba a Western 
man, well known on the Pacific Coast, aud 
three New York banks and three great trust 
companies are said to be enlisted in the en. 
terprise. It will viituaily be a construc- 
tion company, which will obligate Hself to 
construct irrivation works for the reclama- 
tion of arid lands.

road Company and nn English company 
ior two or three millions of acres of land 
along the Humboldt, one of tLe conditions 
of the sale bein« the expenditure of several 
millions of dollars by the purchaser for 
water storage and irrigation canals.

A Feat That HM Vew Parallels In Phys- 


ical Kndonnee rad Br»v»rjr. ; 


"The greatest physical achievement 


ever accomplished In this country," paid 
John P. Graham, "was the ride of F. X. 
Aubrey from the plaza ot* Santa Fe, N. 
M., to the public square at Independence, 
Mo., a distance of nearly eight hundred 
miles, through a country inhabited by 
warlike Indiana, a large part of •which 
was then a sandy 'desert." 
. Being urged to give an account of the 
great ride Graham proceeded: ,. 


"It was about tbe year 1851 that Au- 


brey gave his wonderful test of human 
endurance, before which all other at- 
tempts of the kind pale into insignifi- 
cance. He was a short, heavy set man 
88 years of age, in the prime of man- 
hood and strength. His business for ten 
years as a Santa Fe trader had- made 
him perfectly familiar with the trail 
and all the stopping places. He was a 
perfect horseman, and although there 
were great riders in those .days, none of 
them cared to dispute the palm with 
Aubrey. On a wager of $1,000 he un- 
dertook to ride alone from Santa Fe to 
Independence inside of six days. It was 
thirty-nine years ago that he undertook 
the terrible, feat. It was to be the su- 
preme effort of his life, and he sent a 
half dozen of the swiftest horses ahead* 
to be stationed at different points -for 
use in the ride. 
" - 
• • - . " ' ' -. . . . - . 


"He left Santa Fe in a sweeping gallop 


and that was the pace he kept up during 
nearly every hour of the time -until he 
fe- Tainting from his foam covered horse 
in the Piuare at Independence. No man 
could keep with the rider and he would 
have killed every horse in the west rather 
than to have failed in the undertaking. 
It took him just five days and nineteen 
hours to perform the feat and it cost the 
lives of several of his best horses. After 
being carried into a room at the old 
hotel at Independence Aubrey lay for 
forty-eight hours in a dea** ^upor before 
he came to his senses. He would never 
have recovered from the shock had it 
not been for his wonderful constitution. 
The feat was unanimously regarded by 
western men as the greatest -exhibition 
of strength and endurance ever known 
on the plains." 


"What became of Aubrey afterward?' 


was asked. . 


"Aftei his ride he became the lion of 


the west and was dined and feted at St. 
Louis as though he had been a conquer- 
ing hero. He finally met his death at 
the hand of a friend. One day in 1854, 
in an altercation with Mnj. Richard H. 
Weightman, tho great rider was stabbed 
to the heart and dropped dead in Santa 
Fe. He was buried in an unknown 
grave and all that is remembered of Au- 
brey is his remarkable ride. Weightman 
was tried npon the charge of murder, 
but was acquitted, and joining the Con- 
federate army was shot at Wilson's 
Creek while leading hia brigade into 
battle."— Denver News.

How to Keep Oritera.

Hitherto this has been doiitt 
unsatisfactorily by boring holes through 
the edges of the shells and locking in the 
oysters with bits of twisted wire. By 
the new scheme the edges of the shells 
are dipped into plaster of paris mixed 
with certain chemicals that make it 
harden quickly. In a few minutes the 
oyster is hermetically sealed, and so 
strong ia the 'cement that not. even the 
most muscular mollusk can manage to 
get a breath of fresh air after having 
been subjected to this process.—Ex- 
change.
